the lieKinniiiK of Ilie war. when Miss 
I l''arrar was tnisuiiderstooil In bi' in 
syniiialliy niiii (Jemiany. A iliscus- 
siiiii I nm ernin.K tliLs mlsappr.'heiislon 
aro.se liilhesprinK of till.", wli.n Miss 
Farrar sang Carnien at the .New York 
Metropolitan Opi-ra iluiis.. at a tr.-- 
mendous French benefit fur the 
French hospital. This Ameri.^an girl 
who first received artistic recognition 
in Germany, at that time was severe- 
ly criticised by anient German en- 
thusiasts for having done this. Secret 
effort was made because of her ap- 
pearance at this French benefit to 
ilisiTodIt her In Germany. Wide- 
spreail pulilii ity followed thi.s nilsun- 
ili rstamlinK, which .Miss Karrar made 
no effort to cnuiileract, feeling that 
her efforts in bi.half of Ihc French 
hospital spnke for ihi'mselves. and 
that thtt truth of the facts would 
eventually speak for itself. Iler ser- 
vices for this and similar causes in 
the interests of tbe Allies has endear- 
ed her to all those who have the in- 
terestH of England and her friends 
ut heart, and it Is felt that this latest 
mastprplece in wbl' h she has given 
to the world an immortal pictnriza- 
tinn .if I he worl'i's greatest woman 
will have a laslinK effect upon Kng- 
land and Knglish sympathizers. 



A small book compiled by John Ed- 
wards, and entitled "The Brotherhood 
Movement in Canada," contains a re- 
ord ()f twenty years of existence of 
the brotherhood movement here in 
tlte Dominion. 

The beginning of the movement 
was quite simple, a Sunday school 
class thai wished to keep together 
after having gone through "the grad- 
ual evolution from a Junior boys' 
class into a young men's liihlc . lass." 
It was modeled along the lines of 
Ilie I'l.'asant Sunday Afleriiimn 
Movement In th.. Old Country, but 
did not wish in retain that nam.!. It 
finally adopted that of ".Men's Own," 
particularly from the fact that it was 
found a better attendance was to be 
had at a purely male meeting. One 
of the teachers went to England to 
see how things were being run there, 
and on his return the movement was 
launched in Canada. T. U. Macau- 
lay, was the first President, and has 
occupied tho same office ever since; 
so also Is tho case with Rev. li. Mun- 
son Hill, D.D,, wlio is pastor. 

Those behind the moveni.>nt ha. I 
many an anxious week while' the suc- 
cess' of the enterprise hung in the 
balaiice, but through perseverance 
and work it is now firmly establish- 
ed. One of the big duties of the So- 
ciety Is that connected with emigra- 
tion and immigration. Leaflets and 
pamphlets distributed in the Old 
Country let iienple know that they 
vvoulil be w i'lcom.'il .in I heir Ian. ling 
in Canada. 

The movrment has spr.'ad now so 
that it Includes all of the prnvim es. 
and ut Toronto was inaiiKiirai.'d '"riie 
Brotherhood K.'deration of t'anaila."

Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation !.« practised after the 
tobacco plants are set out until they have reached a si^e where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco-worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops. To prevent the 
leading stem from running up too qulcldy to flower and seed, and so starving 
the leaves, the top is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem. I jter on the suckers or shoots \v'hich now make 
their appearance at the junction of the leaves and about the roots of the 
plants, are removed... Tobacco ii al-w subject to "firing," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The pLfafer must, therefore, protect T>is 
crop against all these possible injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

All of these different operations take time and cost money, but the 
increased price Which the planter receives for his crop warranU the 
expenditure and care.
